An increase in candle power and 
tempo is all that is necessary to keep

Mrs. Elizabeth L. Crandall, special 
agent for the United States social hy- 
giene board, made this discovery after 


investigatffg Chicago cabarets, jazz 
palaces, ‘and ballrooms for the last five 
months. 

“I’ve visited and revisited about 
forty places and found them much bet- 
ter than I expected,” she said. “ Strict 
supervision is maintained in the ma- 
jority of halls, but conditidns are still 
bad in many cabarets. As long as 
there is dim lighting and slow music 
dancing will be bad. 

Thumbs Down on Slow Music. 

“If the orchestra plays at a fast 
tempo there is no opportunity for in- 
decent dancing. The shimmy and tod- 
dle and those hip to hip contortions 
that go with them can’t be done to 
snappy music.” 

Mrs. Crandall declared that the in 
vestigations have received the indorse- 
ment and codperation of the National 
Association of Ballroom Managers and 
the Chicago Association of Dancing 
Masters. The latter organization at a 
‘recent convention asked that the so- 
cial hygiene board do something to stop 
the barn dances that are becoming 
prevalent in the rura] districts down- 
state.

There was. a crash of rifle fire right 
in our faces. .Then another crash, and 
I felt a sharp pain on my right knee, 
which buckled.

BERLIN-MUNICH

BERLIN, Sept. 3.—The Berlin-Mu- 
nich crisis is easing as a result of an 
all day conference between Chancellor 
Wirth and representatives of the Ba- 
varian government. No details as to 
what took place were given out, but 
officials expressed satisfaction at the 
developments and the Bavarian dele- 
gation is returning to Munich tonight.

In a call for a spcial meeting of the 
eity council next Friday Mayor Thomp- 
son yesterday opened the way for an 
attempt by his friends on the council 
floor to untie the tnjunction knot in- 
volving $5,256,000 of city funds which 
Judge Swanson on Aug. 2? forbade the 
mayor and his appointers to spenc 
without specific orders of the council. 

In his messagg the mayor lays spe- 
cial stress on an appropriation for 
$925,000 for work on the Western ave- 
nue water tunnel. The work on the 
$3,000,000 bore was proceeding without 
the counci”’s permission, when Judge 
Swanson's injunction stopped it pend- 
ing council approval. When the work 
stopped the administration lost about 
600 jobs. ! 

.Brings Up Ashland Avenue Project.. 

But the call also brings before the 
council] the question of permitting ex- 
penditure from the $3,484,000 appropri- 
ation for work on the Ashland avenue 
project. It was from similar “lump 
sum” appropriations that, without the 
council’s sanction, the Lundin-Thomp- 
son administration paid $2,542,000 to 
five building and real estate experts in 
a little more than a year. 

If Ald. Lotis B. Anderson, the 
mayor's Negro floor leader, forces the 
fight on this point it will be up to the 
aldermen to say whether the adminis- 
tration is to be given free rein during 
the rest of the year to dispense public 
moneys to experts. 


Specific on Water Tunnel. 


In his message the mayor covers the 
question of releasing the Ashland ave- 
nue appropriation in general language. 
: In the case of the $925,000 for the wa- 
ter tunnel he grows more specific.

Washington, D. C., Sept. 3.—It cost 

the nation $54,000,000 less to fill its 
sweet tooth during the last fiscal. year 
than in the previous year, according to 
|} preliminary annual statistics of the 
internal revenue bureau, $408,729,560 
being spent for candy as compared 
with $462,840,660 in 1920. 
' It cost more, however, to keep the 
country’s jaws in motion, the chew- 
ing gum bill for 1921 amounting to $44,- 
405,900 as against $37,498,100 in the 
-_previous year. Facial decoration was 
less costly, the amount spent on paints, 
cosmetics and perf@mes amounting to 
$145,019,100, as compared with $160,- 
693,025 during 1920. : 

The country’s spending also fell off 
considerably in other lines, the total 
outlay on automobiles being $1,675,- 
763,800 as. against $2,008,665,080- in 
1920, and on jewelry to $486,078,100 as 
against $517.272,140 in 1920. 

In the fleld of art the curtailment 
was heavy, the amount spent: for 
pianos and musical instruments drop- 
ping from $273,582;420 in 1920 to $231,-

For Congressional Inquiry. 


While its affiliations with American 
churches makes the Near East Relief 
a great influence in the United States, 
the fact that the organization was cre- 
ated by an act of congress gives it 
added prestige and power to speak 
with authority. For this reason the 
fact that its publicity department does 
not keep within the bounds of truthful 
representations of conditions is more 
to be deplored.

Truth and fairness demand that 
these subscribers should be told, what 
every nine out of ten Americans here 
know, that there is no choice between 
the Levantine races—Turks, Greeks, 
or Armenians. None has a monopoly 


of either Christian or barbarian traits. 
While the Turk has committed un- 
speakable atracities against the Ar- 
menian, the latter has blood on his 
hands, too. 
Congress might well ask before 
making any decision in the near east 
question why the near east publicity 
department, in its campaign among 
Americans to write their senators and 
congressmen densanding immediate 
governmental action to save minorities 
in Turkey, has forgotten to mention 
or explan atrocities Armenians have 
committed against the Turk, since they 
are giving so much space to the Turk 
atrocities against the Armenian.

Mike had class enough, and with a lit- 
tle more reckless spirit would: have 
been a champion. Tom. hasn’t worn 
himself out by fighting too often. He ; 
likes fishing and spends his spare time 
at a Minnesota lake. So his 32 years 
may not be much of a handicap. 
Carpentier found in the Dempsey 
match that he lacks skill in the latest 


quarters. It was in the close work 
that Dempsey beat him. Dempsey has 
developed that style of fighting to per- 
fection, and other American boxers are 
copying Dempsey.

style that the learned by fighting Willie 
Lewis, Harry Lewis, Joe Jeanette, and 
other American boxers of ten years 
ago. To beat Gibbons, Carpentier will 
have to perfect himself in infighting. 
Gibbons is almost as adépt as Dempsey 
himself at this part of the game. In- 
fighting is» Carpentier’s only weak 
point. He has everything else in the 
world. The only reason he lacks in- 
fighting experience is that in England, 
where most of his big bouts have been 
fought, the ancient “jab and get 
away " is still in vogue and fighting at 
close quarters is not favored. 

* Carpentier is an intelligent, adapta- 
ble boxer. Probably by the time he fin- 
ishes training to meet Gibbons he’ll 
have all the infighting tricks up his 
sleeve, and be able to punch at close 
quarters with anybody. As for his long 
range work, he is a clever boxer and 
a hard, accurate puncher, and if he 
hits Gibbons on the chin our old 
friend Tom is going to find out what 
made Dempsey stagger in the second 
round. What made Dempsey stagger 
ought to upset anybody else. 

I’ve seen many stories to the effect 
that Carpentier has lost all confidence 
and ambition through the defeat by 
Dempsey, and so will be an easy mark 
for Gibbons. “ He’ll never come back” 
is the prediction. “Dempsey knocked 
all the fight out of him.” 

Naturally Carpenter felt a little blue 
after losing to Dempsey, for he had 
high hopes of winning the big cham- 
pionship. But he isn’t the sorte of a 
fellow who gives up. His belief in 
his “destiny” is still strong. Being 


-knocked out isn’t a new experience for 


Carpentier. 
Not Damaged by Jack. 

As for the notion that the beating 
Dempsey gave him will have any effect 
on his future fights, that’s unlikely. 
Carpentier was not damaged to any ex- 
tent. He had a bruised nose and a 
slightly discolored eye after the bout, 
which didn’t show three days later. 


And he didn’t take a heavy battering,

These are the days when pickerel are 
inclined to travel about and the angler 
should do likewise. Don't overlook the 
little bayous, the’ weed-surrounded 
“holes” and the mouths of creeks 
early in the morning or along towards 
dusk, even if the water happens to be 
quite shallow in such places, 

The black bass is a bit slower to re- 
spond to the change in water tempera- 
ture, but the past summer has been’so 
hot that almost anything may be ex- 
pected. They may still be feeding. a 
little deeper than the pickerel with 
their usual midsummer preference for 
natural food still in the ascendancy. 
This is more likely to be true of the 
small mouthed bass, and river bass 
generally, than of the bass of the lakes. 

In the shallow, weedy lakes the same 
tactics and lures as suggested for pick- 
erel will probably do nicely for bass. 
If they do not respond to this treat- 
ment fish the submerged weed beds or 


water. Add a pretty good sized sinker 
to your lure and reel slowly. 

In the deep, small mouthed bass 
lakes you will generally find the fish 
at the edge of the deep water and not 
any too responsive to the methods of 
the bait caster. Big lures that hit the 
water- with a splash mean nothing in 
the young lives of these fish, but a 
nice soft craw, the peeled tail of a big, 
hard craw, a generous bunch of night 
crawlers or a lively shiner or chub, | 
on a hook attached to a gut leader. | 
dropped down quietly and moved about 
slowly, pretty close to the bottom, is | 
likely to tempt them.

PRICES AGAIN

Heavy buying of wheat led by houses 
with eastern connections and a strong 
er bullish sentiment carriied prices. to 
the highest of the week and the best 
on the present upturn and made the 
best finish of.the week. There were 
net gains of 2%c to 3%c on wheat 
while other grains were carried up by 
the activity and bulge in wheat, gain- 
ing %c to 1%4c¢ on corn, %c to %c on 
oats, 1%c to 2c on rye. 

The action of the grain market was 
erratic with the range irregularly higher 
and the close on wheat 5% to 6%c higher 
than a week ago, while corn finished 4%c

The wheat market furnished a big sur- 
prise in the last hour, becoming strong 
after being comparatively slow and easy 
early. Heavy buying was by seaboard 
houses, as well as commission houses in 
general and by the strongest of the local 
professionals who were sellers on the 
previous day. 

Traders who were short covered and 
took the long side and there was a great- 
er feeling of confidence at the last with 
an advance of 4c in the offers for next 
Tuesday. The top prices were fairly 
held. September touched $1.27; Decem- 
ber, $1.28% ; Mayg#$1.32%, with the close 
to below the top.

T is a bit disconcerting this morning to have no essential tault. to find with 
“ Lightnin’,” coming as it does with the accolade of the longest run in the 
history of the American theater. It would be pleasant to inquire, in para- 
phrase of Mr. Marlowe, “ Is this the play that ran a thousand nights?”—to 
be indulgent and a little supercilious, and to express gentle concern about the 
public taste, with references to people who read Harold Bell Wright and con- 
tribute to the Wrigley fortune.

He 
has a consuming hatred of cant, and of that sickly, feckless, devitalizing pity 
which goes with cant. He would not willingly suffer a sparrow to fall, but 
if despite his good offices it fell he would say that such is the law for sparrows 


as at present understood—and he would shed no idle tears. 


shaking and vexing and stimulating mankind as never before. In their 
essence those difficulties and problems are not new; in their present manifes- 
tation they are novel and extremely complicate, and they are provocative of 
dreams, bugs, rancors, nobilittes, slaughters, up- 
buildings, folly, wisdom, all forms of uncharitable, 
ness, and many forms of beneficence. 

Facing this array, this cosmic hodge-podge, Mr. 
Yarros’ point of approach is— 

Let us dig down and upturn; let us think; let 
us formulate; and let us keep our temper.

He impugns no man’s sincerity solely because 
that man disagrees with him, nor does he—philo- 
sophical pessimist though he may be in the short 
view of human affairs—ever permit himself to rail 
against human nature in general. Concerning that 
celebrated element in the cosmic scheme, he utters these grand apothegms, 
very steadying in their effect upon the reader ahd deliciously illustrative of 
Mr. Yarros in his crisp and sententious mood:

The definition of his own faith comes early—first page of his introduc- 
tion. “ What,” he lets you ask him, “is an independent radical—and he is 
one—and what does he believe?”

“ He is a radical who believes that the odin social, economic and politi- 


cal system is wrong and wrong fundamentally; that the so-called Liberal 
reforms and palliatives are not sufficient to set it right, and that profound, 
far-reaching changes are necessary, desirable and indeed inevitable.” 

Also, what is this revolution which Mr. Yarros calls “ our revolution "? 

Answer [page 74]: 

“The problems of our period are primarily economic. The revolt being 
witnessed is a revolt against poverty, gross inequality“in the distribution of 
wealth, chronic unemployment, and the like.”

NDER the title of “ The Respon- 
sibility of the Church in Indus- 
try,” the commission on the 
church and social service of the 

federal council of the Churches of 
Christ in America gives a “ Labor day 
message * in part as follows:

Our own n ils perhaps the most 
interesting object in the sky for us.

Forest Patrol by 
Air to Stop at 
End of Summer 


HE secretary of war, because of 
lack of funds, has announced 
that the aerial forest patrol 
will be discontinued at the close 

of the present seasdn. 

The aerial forest patrol was estab- 
lished in 1919. In 1920 twenty-nine 
planes were lent by the army air serv- 
ice to the forestry service for duty in 
the Pacific coast states, where 6,290 
square miles of all our standing timber 


is located. 
These few planes, the operation of 


which was regarded by air service 
officers as part of the necessary ex- 
pense of keeping units in train‘tng, 
in two and a half monthsin 1920 saved 
from destruction by fire standing tim- 
ber valued in excess of $35,000,000, or 
considerably more than the entire ap- 


propriation that year for the air de-|. 


fense# of the United States. 

The work of the aerial forest patrol 
has been one of the most distinctively 
constructive achievements growing out 
of the post-war adaptation of aircraft 
to peace time uses, according to the 
Aircraft Year Book for 1921. In 1926 
the twenty-nine planes in the service 
patrolled more than six and one-quar- 
ter million square miles of national 
and private forests on the Pacific 
coast. They discovered and a rate- 
ly located between 900 and 1,00 res, 
and through this remarkable perform- 
ance attracted the attention of con- 
servationists in all parts of the coun- 
try, and led the Canadian government 
and timber corporations to establish 
the foundation for similar services, 

The department of agriculture, 
which has no specific appropriation 


covering the aerial! patrol, reports that 


the entire forest area in the United 
States covers 463,000,000 acres, and 
that this region is being burned over 
at the rate of 10,000,000 acres yearly. 
Reforestation requires a minimum of 
twenty years.

matching embroidery. 

Here we arrive at a disputed point. 


‘One reads so often nowadays that em- 


broidery is no longer the mode. But is 
it true? If the feelings of the embroid- 
ery itself were consulted, wouldn't it 
be likely to say in the words of Mark 
Twain which followed the notice of his 
death, “ The report is somewhat exag- 
gerated.” Undoubtedly, of course, we 
are no longer lost in those. dense 
jungles of needlework which once 
smothered the life out of a frock. Yet 
we are using embroidery. A whole 
array of recent French models may be 
given in support of this statement, 

What these embroidered clothes show 
is, not a waning taste for the trim- 
ming, but a sense of higher require 
ment on our part. The design must 
be distinctive, the workmanship of 
the best and, above all, the site must 
be carefully selected. Sometimes the 
embroidery appears only in the sleeves. 
Occasionally nothing but the back 
edges of a cape coat betray our former 
passionate interest. Asa rule, too, the 
design appears in bands. An exception 
to this, however, occurs in the black 
velvet coat from Jenny which is al- 
most covered with gray twist embroid- 
ery. Cut work is still utilized, and one 
sees deep borders of this occurring on 
some of the smartest coats. Then, too, 
both braid and ribbon embroidery are 
in the mode. Also, that of beads. 

It is this latter medium which is em- 
ployed for the simple black crépe shown 
gecond from the left. These beads 
occur in vivid shades of green and 
blue mixed with steel. Steel beads are 
much in the mode and are found many 
times on the late millinery. For ex- 
ample, one chic model found in an ex- 
clusive shop here adds a narrow visor 
almost covered with round steel beads 
to a turban of folded crépe de chine.

COVERED BOXES. 


RETONNE covered boxes for 

handkerchiefs, gloves, collars, 

etc., are both useful and pretty 

and last an indefinitely long 
time. Like almost everything else, 
they are not expensive if made at 
home, while if bought ready made they 
are quite the reverse. 


The first thing, of course, is to pro- 
vide yourself with the necessary card- 
board. That can generally be found 
among the empty boxes which all wom- 
en keep. The board, of course, should 
all be of the same thickness. 


A good size for the handkerchief box 
would be 6% by 6%, with sides 3 inches 
deep, with the cover lapping over the 
box on three sides one inch. . 

Cut the pasteboard sections out, al- 
lowing the extra inch on three sides of 
the cover. Have some good paste ready, 
the kind that does not stain, and after 


. pasting the wrong side of the cretonne 


and the side pieces of the box lay the 
cretonne over this side piece No. 1 so 
that there will be an extra inch every 
where that extends beyond. Press the 


cretonne smoothly over outside and in- 
side of this side piece. The extra inch 
on all edges is pasted to the bottom 
and opposite sides both on the outside 
and inside of the box. Repeat this 
work on the opposite side—No. 2. 

A piece of cretonne is cut long 
enough to reach inside at the bottom— 
No. 3—on the front, over the outside of 
the bottom of the box, up the side piece 
of the box at the back—No. 4—and 
over the top of the cover, covering also 
the inch that the cover drops over the 
sides of the box. This makes the cre 
tonne twenty-six inches long by eleven 
inches wide. 

Start puttingt on the box on the tn 
side of the front piece of the box, let- 
ting one inch of it be pasted to the 
bottom of the box. However, before 
starting on the pasting, the cretonne 
must be turned in on each long length 
so that it will measure exactly the 
width of the box; then do the pasting 
and smoothing on the pasteboard. 

After the cretonne has been carried 
from the inside up to the top and down 


- over the outside of the frémt of the 


box it is amoothed across the bottom 


‘One of these pieces is pasted inside the 


on the outsidé then up the back of 
the box, over the outside of the cover, 
including the turn down inch sides, 
and the extra inch on the three sides 
is pasted to the inside of the cover. 


The back of the box on the inside— 
No. 4—is then covered, cutting the 
cretonne wide enough to turn in on 
the sides, and paste up on the cover, 
and also on the bottom of the bax at 
the opposite end. 

Now cut two other pleces of paste 
board the exact size of the bottom of 
the box. Lay a couple of layers of cot- 
ton wadding on one side of each piece 
and put sachet powder in under the 
cotton if you wish. Cover the cotton

PORK DINNERS. | 

CORRESPONDENT has lost the 

recipe for a boiled dinner with 


two years ago. This circum- 
stance and some others like it are the 
occasion for grouping some of the best 
pork recipes I have developed. The 
season for pork opens about now. 

We may use from half a pound to a 
pound of salt pork for the seasoning 
of the boiled dinner group of vege- 
tables. It is best to get a firm cut and 
have it well chilled before we try to 
score the cleaned skin. If it is scored 
or cut into, for half an inch, making 
inch squares or slightly oblong cuts 
on the surface, the pork makes aj 
pretty picture for the center of the 
platter of vegetables, and it may be 
quite as useful cold as ts the corned 
beef ordinarily used for the boiled din- 
ner. It is particularly good for sand-j{. 
wiches when seasoned with the vege 


tables.

required to cook them. Turnips, car- 
rots, cabbage, and potatoes, cooked in 
the kettle with the meat, represents 
the traditional collection, but either 
galt pork or beef will have a pleasan- 
ter flavor if we add some celery to the 
the stems or 
plumes. 

Tomatoes botled in their skins go 
well with the meat, and add greatly 
to the appearance of the dish when 
it is served. These should be put in 
during the last twenty or thirty min- 
utes of the cooking. A sweet red pep- 
per boiled whole with the rest adds its 
seasoning, and is a pretty garnish. 

Beets are almost indispensable for 
the finishing of a boiled dinner, espe- 
cially if we want afterwerds to make 
the highly palatable “calico hash "— 
superior way of using up the leftovers 
—but they must be cooked separately. 

The turnips which are so good in the 
hash, as is a little cabbage, can be cut 
in little cups, and in a number of 
ways we may prepare for servirg up 
attractively one of the oldest types of 
one dish dinners. It can be made ex- 
ceedingly attractive on the platter if 


different ingredients to the best effect. 
Roast Pork Shoulder. 

The great cook Escoffier says that 
“pork roasts may only appear on very 
ordinary menus, and really belong to 
domestic cookery.” Nevertheless the 
most ornamented cosmopolitan roasts 
are of ham or the boar’s head—wild 
pig presumably, but far from always. 
Suckling pig is also roasted and - not 
considered common. 

It is only lately that fresh pork 
shoulder has been a good deal used for 
both boiling and roasting. Because of 
its shape we may eerve it up to resem- 
ble in no small measure a turkey, and 
thus add another number to the list of 
“poor man’s” turkeys. 

-Parboil Before Roasting. 

It seems best to me to parboi) the 
meat, a six pound piece of pork shoul- 
der, before roasting it: This is in or- 
der to make the skin scorabte, and to 
give the meat a certain quality. It is 
an advantage, also, to have it heated 
through in the water, since pork must 
be thoroughly cooked to be wholesome. 

Put the meat over the fire in cold 

ter to cover, and bring this slowly 

the boiling point. The scum which 
begins to form when the water is 
thirty degrees from the boiling point 
should be carefully removed. When 
the water reaches the boiling point 
take up the meat and score it in half 
inch lines for the benefit of the carver. 
It might be scored in diamonds or 
equares, 

Stuffing the Knuckle. 

Cut a slit in the knuckle for a small 
amount of stuffing or enough to season 
it.- The following is sufficient for this 
purpose: One large onion chopped fine 
and cooked in two tablespoons of fat. 
Add to this one-half cup of grated 
toast, two tablespoons of ground 
prunes, one medium apple chopped 
fine, one piece of stem ginger cut in 
bits (can be omitted or a little can- 
died ginger substitutéd for it), and 
bind with one egg. Fasten this into 
the slit made in the knuckle and tie in 
with a string. 

In order to get a crisp or crackling 


oil over it In putting it to bake. This 
also hastens the cooking and helps out 
the basting fat. Perhaps the safest 
time for the cooking is three hours. If 
cooked too rapidly, too much fat is 
tried out. It makes a juicy roast, but 
not as white as the loin cut, especially 
on the under side. | 


Accompaniments of Roast Pork. 

Three vegatables served on the plat- 
ter with the roast may be used to make 
with it a fine picture, if treated like 
fine garnishes. Sweet potatoes, boiled 
onions, and fried apples make a good 
assortment. Boil the sweet “potatoes 
in their skins, peel, cut in quarters, 
and finish them in the oven by basting 
them with some of the pan gravy. 
Cook them for ten minutes with two 
bastings. Peel one pint of quite amal! 
onions, add to them a cup of cold 
water, put in a closed kettle over a low 
flame—after the water boile—and cook 
till tender, or from twenty minutes to 
half an hour. Butter them to finish. 

Wash but do not peél apples, wipe 
and cut in half inch slices parallel to 
the stem, and fry them gently in bacon 
fat. They must be carefully fried, or 
the sugar which comes to the surface 
rwill burn. Put the roast pork in the 
middle of the platter, make two piles 
of the onions or alternate them with 
the potatoes and apples, which may be 
piled in pyramids. 

fits Stuffed Pork Chops. 

Use shoulder pork chops, cut tnto 
them toward the bone, season, fill with 
dressing, tie or skewer the dressing in, 
and roast with frequent basting, start- 
ing th a little hot butter to 
k fat, and after that baste from 
the pan. No water is needed, but a 
bed of vegetables may be used for sea- 
soning—not, however, with an onion 
dressing. When done about half an 
hour in rather hot oven, remove 
skewers or string, garnish with tri- 
angles of toast, and serve with mashed 
potatoes. No one will miss gravy if a 
wet dressing is. used, but a pan gravy 
can be made, These may be made to

The undernutrition is not always 
eating too little food—but not eating 
the foods that build and fatten. Ail- 
ments of the digestive organs, defec- 
tive teeth, and an unhappy philosophy 
of life are additional reasons for the too 
thin person, These may be remedied 
by medical and dental attention and 
by learning to save on one’s energy 
inst of wasting ft in an everlasting 
rushing hither and yon. 

Supplying Energy Food. 

If there is no such trouble, an im- 
proved diet and a hygienic mode of 
life will accomplish the desired result. 

Thin people require an abundant 
supply of energy food, or fuel food, 
fats, starch and sugar. Butter and oil 
are the best fats for them, as they are 
leas likely’ to disturb the digestion. 
Sugar, as you know, is a valuable fuel 
food. It is best taken in sweets at the 
end of a meal. 

The big problem with the girl who 
wants to put on weight is to secure 
the largest number of calories in the 
most digestible form. The following 
Gietaries furnish so many calories over 
the required amount of the average 
individual that improved weight is al- 
most certain to result. These are sim- 
ply sample meals, which you may use 
as patterns, supplying substitute meais 
from the list I will give you later.
